The committee appointed by the prop­ 
erty owruers above addressed have been 
diligent hi trying to find the best way to 
resurface Broadway Street with the least 
expense. 
We have corresponded with 
the city authorities or individuals in St. 
Louis, Kansas City, St. Joseph, Joplin 
and have letters from a number of them, 
We have also corresponded with three 
contractors who make a business of re­ 
pairing streets just like Broadway. 
We find that the most popular and the 
best plan that we have heard of is this: 
The street is first thoroughly cleaned 
and as much of the dirt 
between the 
bricks washed out as possible. Then the 
holes and the depressions in the street 
are filled with stone with a mixture of 
ai^haltum or U r or tarvia. 
When.it is 
leveled up, a coating of small stone is 
placed over this from a half inch to one 
inch in thickness, after rolling. 
It is a 
very slight covering. 
We find that the 
asphaltum men and the tarvia men fol- 
* low very nearly the same process. 
The 
only difference is in the material they 
each use. 
? 
We have been over the street with the 
^representatives of two contractors who 
are engaged in work of this character, 
y and we have talked 
with 
them fully 
about the matter. 
We have also had 
conferences with Mr. Learning, the city 
engineer. 
They all seem to think that 
this resurfacing of the street would last 
4 or 5 years and during that time will 
* make a smooth traveling surface. 
\ It is thought by them preferable to 
pave the street the entire width but not 
tv pave the intersections from the curb 
to the building line, and it is estimated 
that the cost will not exceed $1.75 a lin­ 
eal foot chargeable against the property 
owners according to their frontage upon 
each side of the street. 
T h i s would make 


it cost about $73.75 for each 45 foot lot 
on each side of the street. 
We thought 
about having Mr. Learning and a mem­ 
ber of the committee to visit some of the 
towns where this work was done, but af­ 
ter what we have seen and heard about 
the matter, Mr. Learning is sufficiently 
informed and he thinks himself that he 
need not go out and see the streets which 
have been repaired in this manner. 
Our opinion is that the use of asphalt­ 
um is much preferable to tar or tarvia. 
The latter melts and runs in hot weather, 
'and is brittle and easily broken up in 
cold weather. The difference in cost is 
not. material. 
We also learn that at least five differ­ 
ent dealers sell asphaltum to any con­ 
tractor who will bid on the work. They 
a1! have good material and the proba­ 
bilities are there will be plenty of com­ 
petition if our specifications call for as­ 
phaltum alone. 
We now* desire to know what the ow n­ 
ers of property abutting upon Broadway 
think of going on with the resurfacing 
with asphaltum stated above. 
We did 
not deem it necessary to call a meeting of 
the property owners, 
but think if the 
property owners will see any member of 
the committee, or Mr. John Montgomery, 
Jr., and tell them w hat they think about 
it. we will be able to get the opinion of 
the greater part of the people owning 
property abutting upon the street. 
We will ask the Democrat to publish 
this letter and we will send a copy of this 
letter to each one of you and will be 
glad to hear from each one of you.
